COMES NOW, Migel A. Flores, Plaintiff, pro se , and state the 
following as his cause of action : 



1. This cause of action arises under the provisions of the 
Freedom of Information and Privacy Acts, 5 USC and 5 USC(a), 
and this Court has jurisdiction and venue in this matter

2. The Plaintiff was sentenced in the United States District 
Court and presently resides in Beaumont, Texas. 

3. On or about July 7,2004, the United States Drug Enforcement 
Administration prepared a report of investigation concerning 
the Plaintiff, which was ordered by the Court. 

4. The Defendant is a Department of the Executive Brench of 
the United States Government and has among its constituent 
agencies, the United States Drug Enforcement Administration, 
herein also named as a defendant . 

5. The United States Drug Enforcement Administration is an 
agency within the meaning of the term "agency 11 as that term 
is used in the Freedom of Information and Privacy Act. 



JURISDICTIONAL STATEMENT 
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COUNT I 

1 . The allegations contained in paragraph 1 through 5 of the 

j urisdictional statement are incorporated herein as though 
fully set forth herein . 

2. The United States Drug Enforcement prepares and maintians 
a system of records pertaining to report of investigation 
on offenders who are investigated by the United States Drug 
Enforcement Administration. 

3. On May 18,2009, the Plaintiff did make a request in writing 
for his report of investigation within the system of records 
maintained by the said United States Drug Enforcement 
Administration . 

4. The United States Drug Enforcement Administration did fail, 
refused, and neglect to comply with the Plaintiff 1 s request . 

5. On June 17,2009, the Plaintiff elected to treat the failure 
of the United States Drug Enforcement Administration to 
respond to the Plaintiff's request as a denial of his request 
and did not filed an appeal because he did not recieved 

any previous notice of his request . 

6. The Plaintiff brings this civil action for the purpose of 
compelling the Defendant to disclose to the Plaintiff his 
entire report of investigation as maintianed within its 
system of records of the United States Drug Enforcement 
Administration which was specified in the Plaintiff s FOIA/PA 
request which was received by the United States Drug 
Enforcement Adiminstration together with any other records 
pertinent to the said request . 

WHEREFORE, the Plaintiff prays an Order of the Court directing 
the Defendants to disclose to the Plaintiff all of the Plaintiffs 
report of investigation as maintained in its system of records 
in the offices of the United States Drug Enforcement 
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Administration that are respective to the Plaintiff 1 s request 
of May 18,2009, together with costs of this action and an 
allowance for reasonable attorney 1 s fees , and for such other 
and further relief as to the Court shall seem j ust and proper 
in the premises.
